quarter of a century, Farrell 
has striven to change the serv 
ice s face — for many aliens 
and 
returning 
A m ericans the 
first face they see on entering 
the United States. 
For years, F arrell said in an 
interview, the U.S. Im m igration 
Service had one im age, that of a 
tough, 
heartless 
cop 
“ who 
looked on aliens as the next 
thing to crim inals and took d e­ 
light in deporting them ” 
F arrell brought with him to 
his $26.000-a-year post in 1961 a 
determ ination 
to 
offer 
im m i­ 
grants a helping hand and a 
sympathetic 
ear, 
instead 
of 
policem an’s scowl. 
"I insisted that we go under 
the theory that most aliens are 
decent people,’’ he said. 
In all his years in the ranks of 
the service, he said. “ I always 
heard people talking about the 
law. What was needed all that 
tim e was a greater interest in 
people. I really got kind of sick 
of the intolerance of people who 
couldn't lift their minds out of 
the law books.” 
Present 
law 
favors 
im m i­ 
grants from N orthern and W est­ 
ern Europe over those from oth­ 
er parts of the world. This is 
because 
nations’ 
quotas 
are 
based on the national origins of 
the U.S. population in 1920. 
President Johnson has a>ked 
Congress to abolish this system 
over a five-year period and to 
provide for the 
adm ission of 
im m igrants 
on 
the

needed work skills, fam ily re la ­ 
tionship and priority of reg istra­ 
tion 
The adm inistration's bill is in 
the hearing stage on Capitol 
Hill.
